The proposed amendments allow the use of certain approved instruments
to administer screening tests for elevated blood-lead levels and require health care providers, as part of regular
well check vigtsfor dl children up to 72 months of age, to make available to parents information on the dangers
of lead poisoning.

It ismy view that the Board of Health, contingent on approva by the Governor, haslegd authority to
promul gate the subject regulations pursuant to Code of Virginia § 32.1-46.1.
